MAYOR’s CouRT, MARCH 4, 1874— 
Mayor Whitaker sitting as Justice of 
the Peace. 

State and Frank Menninger vs. 
Isham Jones—forcible trespass. ‘The 
plaintiff alleged that he had runa 
tenee around his land, and that the 
defendant, Jones, claimed the right 
of way through the land, and under 
cover of night, or at least, at a time 
when no human eye witnessed it, 
Jones threw down two pannels of the 
fence; that plaintiff charged the 
offence upon Jones. Jones said he 
would take the fence down if put up 
by plaintiff. Threats, first made by 
Menninger, were hurled back by 
Jones. 

Col. Rogers, counsel for defendant, 
argued what it required to constitute 
a trespass. 

Armstead Jones, Esq., counsel for 
plaintiff, argued in benalf ef the 
plaintiff. 

Judgment of the Court was that 
the trespass was not proved; where- 
upon, plaintiff sued out another war- 
rant, binding Jones to the peace. 
Thus ended the case, and as all fence 
eases end. We understand suits pro 
and con are anticipated. 

At 3p. m. the CrocKkett-Harris cut- 
ting scrape came up for trial, (an ac- 
“ eount of which appeared in the NEws 
of Wednesday.) 

The examination of the witnesses 
was thorough, and proved that Dick 
Crockett was the aggressor—that he 
was armed with a razor, and sought 
a difficulty with Harris—that Harris 
throughout acted in self-defence, and 
on'y fought when rushed on 


| Crockett. There was no evidence 


that Harris had a knife or that Har- 
ris cut him. Nevertheless, Crockett 
was cut, and his wounds may prove 
fatal. 

Dr. Alston testified, (he having 
dressed Crockett’s wounds,) that the 
wounds are not deep, but, may result 
fatally. So, it seems, C ockett hasat 
last met with his just deserts. He is 
one of the pair charged with robbing 
old man Young last May. He slip- 
ped through the law for that offence, 
as he has for many others. His 
name is as familiar on our criminal 
docket as ‘‘household words,’”’ Har- 
ris was arrested at a late hour Tues— 
day night by Chief of Police King. 
The Mayor let Harris go without bail 
—a judgment pronounced by all who 
heard the testimony as proper.

EsPARTA GRAss.—Prof. Kerr, our 
State Geologist, showed us some spec- 
imens of Esparta grass, (African and 
Spanish,) which he procured at Dun- 
dee, Scotland. It grows in the sand 
downs on the coast of Scotland, and 
is very much like the wire-grass 
which grows in the sand forests in 
the Eastern part of the State. Most 
of the paper used in England is made 
of this Esparta grass and over 500,0C0 
bales are consumed annually for this 
purpose. Prof. Kerr intends send- 
ing to England some of our wire- 
grass to be tested along with the Es- 
parta, and if it should turn out taat 
it can be utilized for the manufacture 
of paper, a new industry will be 
opened upto our people which will 

rove a source of great wealth. The 
Professor will alsosend specimens of 
marsh and bear es which grow 
in great abundance along the sounds 
on our Eastern coast.

have been actually sustained. The | 
second section of the bill allows the 
action to be brought against the 
owner or lesseeof the property where 
liquors may be sold as well as against 
the seller himself. The operation of 
the bill is confined to the District of 
(‘olumbia and to the Territories.

Congressman, weseriously doubt the 
passage of the bill.

he Arrest of Congress 
for Caleb. 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—A war- 
rant was issued this morning for the 
arrest of Congressman Pelhan, of 
Alabama, for assault with an attempt 
o kill. 
Mrs. Gaines has sued Caleb Cush- 
ing for $200,000 for libel. 
In a dispatch in Sunday’s New Or- 
leans papers the ¢word ‘‘she quotes 
was made “‘he’”’ quotes. The follow - 
ing funny thing is from the Y ork 
World in regard to Mrs, Gaines 
charges: ‘The writer yeste ‘day 
called on Mr. Cushing and asked him 
what he thought about the “quasi 
charges brought by Mrs. Gaines 
against Judge Durell. Mr. Cushing 
said that his position as counsel in 
the ease prevented him from reveal- 
ing professional secrets, but he felt 
at liberty to state that be knew of 
nothing in Durell’s conduct in rela- 
tion to Mrs. Gaines that was hishono- 
rable or unbefitting an upright 
Judge. He wondered that any _1m- 
portance had been placed on Mrs. 
Ciaines’ statements. It was a mis- 
take that she had any money in her 
control and all her story amounted 
to was this: ‘Stone, who had no 
money, told Mrs. Gaines, who had 
no money, that unless they put their 
purses together and gave Judge Du- 
rell the money which neither of them 
had, Mrs. Gaines would lose her case. 
They did not attempt this rather 
impossible feat. There was no proof 
that if they had offered a bribe to 
Judge Durell, that he would have ta- 
ken it,and Mrs, Gaines’ won her case 
despite Stone’s  prognostications 
that bribery was the sine qua non of 
her doing so. Clearly, according to 
Mrs. Gaines’ story, the only guilty 
person in the matter was Stone, who 
proposed purchasing justice and sub- 
orning the judicial ermine. Mpys. 
(iaines’ reasoning, which induced her 
to bring the charges she had made 
against Darell, was a specimen of 
womans logic. Stone told her to 
bribe Durell. If she had been ina 
position to take Stone’s advice, which 
she was not, Durell would have fal- 
len like another Adam to the temp- 
tation of another Eve. The only 
possible sequitur, of course, was that 
Durell was even more guilty of ‘‘mal- 
feasanee’’ in office, the 
the very fact that he did not take a 
bribe, which was neyer offered him, 
then he would have been had he ac- 
cepted one. Astothe alleged state- 
mets of Mrs. Gaines that he (Mr. 
C‘ushing,) had also advised her to 
bribe Judge Durrell, they were an 
untrue fabrication. He never thought 
it neeessary nor eontemplated any 
such arrangement, and he certainly 
would never have advised her to put 
what she did not possess where it 
would do the most good. When 
asked whether he had been or would 
be summoned as a witness in theim- 
peachment of Judge Durrell, Mr. 
Cushing expressed great alarm at the 
prospect of taking the two days jour- 
ney to Washington, but comforted 
himself with the assurance that as 
his testimony would be in favor of the 
Judge, those who were conducting 
the impeachment would take good 
care that he was Kept out ef the way.”’ 
—_> 


FROM NEW YORK. 


A Serious Strike—Trouble With the 
Workingmen. 

NEW YoRK, March 4.—The labor- 
ers on the Brooklyn Reservoir Works, 
Hempsted, L. I., struck for increased 
wages. More than one-half were 
Italians, who are willing to work at 
the old rates. The Irish and German 
laborers assuulted and drove the Ital- 
ians off, and many were injured. 
Steam shovels and other machinery 
were broken. The police sent to quell 
the disturbance were assaulted, and 
fora time driven off after shooting 
one of the rioters. The ringleaders 
were captured and the others dispers- 
ed. 

The Washington Manufacturing 
Conipany, of Gloucester, N. J., dis- 
charged seven hundred men yester- 
day, who asked for higher wages. 
‘The men accompanied by their wives 
and children surrounded the residence 
of the Superintendent, at which they 
hurled missiles of every description, 
and threatened to fire the mill. They 
were finally dispersed by the police 
after a severe struggle in which many 
heads were broken. 

Miscellaneous Items. 


HALIFAX, March 4.—Last Satur- 
day seven more bodies of the victims 
of the Drummond Colliery explosion 
were recovered from No. 1 Slope. 
Some of the bodies were at once 
identified by the widows and friends 
of the dead. The flesh on the bodies 
was much shrivelled, but the cloth- 
ing, hair and beards were quite 
natural and not at all burned. 


WORCESTER, MASS., March 4.— 
Several temperance meetings were 
held to-day. This afternoon Clergy- 
men of all denominations met for 
consultation, A resolution was 
adopted expressing sympathy with 
any movement that tended to stop 
the sale of liquor, but the present 
movement was not endorsed. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 4.—The 
failure of Carles Zapata, cotton com- 
mission merchant, is reported. Stiel- 
ing exchange buyers lose $125,000. 


A Big Game of Billiards. 


NEW YorK, March 4.—A game of 
billiards, 600 points, French carom, 
for $2,000 was played last night be- 
tween Cyrille Dion and Maurice 
Daly, at Tammany Hall. Daly ran 
outin the 67th inning, Dion scor- 
ing 547. The highest runs of Dion 
were 65, 81 and 20. Daly’s highest 
runs were 61, 43 and 212. The latter 
is the largest single run ever made in 
a game of this kind.

rpenter beat Cameron, who 
onnente push the centennial bill, 
and after hearing the Louisiana elec- 
tion bill read, West asked Senator 
Carpenter if he proposed to follow 
up his speech by a motion to refer. 

Carpenter replied that he was well 
aware of the fact that the Senator 
from Louisiana wanted to speak, and 
he would not deprive him of that 

‘ivilege. 
P The Smotion of Carpenter to lay 
aside all pending orders and take up 
the Louisiana bill, was agreed to. 

Carpenter said he proposed to go 
directly to business and not waste 
time of the Senate in any glowing 
speech. He would repeat nothing he 
had said on former. occasions, but 
would endeavor to single out mat- 

ters in connection with the Louisiana 
case upon which both himself and 
the Senator from Indiana agreed. He 
would endeavor to show that all cir- 
cumstances required the passage of 
the bill proposed by him. He re- 
viewed the election returns, and said 
it was clearly shown that McEnery 
had received 960 majority, though 
he did not hold the election was a 
fairone. As Congress had already 
authorized investigation into 
Louisiana aftairs it seemed to him as 
if it had gone so far in these matters 
that it must proceed and settle them. 
He referred to the argument of the 
Senator trom Indiana, Morton, as to 
the Supreme Court of the State hav- 
ing decided in favor of Kellogg, and 
said the testimony before the Senate 
Committee showed such a state of 
fraud as would set aside the decision 
of any tribunal. ‘The Senator, Mor- 
ton, from the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections, in his report in 
regard to the Presidential electors in 
Louisiana had stated that the Lynch 
Board in making the count 
and declaring election of 
electors had no _ legal evidence 
upon which it could count the votes. 
The Senator had shown shat no va- 
lidity attached to the action of the 
Lynch Boardin the count for Presi- 
dential electors, and both Houses of 
Congress acted upon that report. 
The Senator, Morton, now claimed 
that the Supreme Court of the State 
had decided that the Lynch Board 
was the legal Board, but he (Carpen- 
ter) called attention to the fact that 
that decision was made before the re- 
port of the Senator from Indiana, 
above referred to. He (Carpenter) 
regretted the Senator (Morton)fwas 
not in his seat to-day, and would pass 
from that branch of his argument, 
omitting many things which he in- 
tended to refer to. How would Con- 
gress look before the country after 
deciding thatthe election was valid 
as tothe Presidential electors, but il- 
legal as to State officials. The Sen- 
ator (Morton) having led the Senate 
through the first phase, now seeks to 
lead it in acounter movement. 

The Supreme Court could no more 
settle it than the Legislature could. 
That power was vested exclusively in 
Congress- Again, the question was 
not a judicial one at all, but a politi- 
cal one, and must be determined by 
the political department of the Govy- 
ernment. The Supreme Court of the 
United States itself could not settle 
it, and the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Louisiana was not entitled 
to a moments consideration. ‘The 
Court had never attempted to decide 
the question directly, but all it did 
say in effect was that the Lynch 
Board was not the legal Board,but it 
never said whether that board acted 
honestly or corruptly. The Senator 
from Indiana (Morton) had rested 

his case upon two points: The de- 
cision of the State Supreme Court 
and the recognition of the Kellogg 
government by the President of the 
United States. Carpenter then pro- 
ceeded at length totouch upon former 
debates on the matter and posi- 
tions taken by various Senators 
thereon, especiaily Morton. He de- 
nied ever having made an attack on 
the President for his action in Louisi- 
ana affairs. His line of argument went 
to show that the President did not 
have any proper and legal knowledge 
that insurrection existedin Louisiana 
and had no right to interfere in the 
way that he did. He appealed to 
Senators to givethe people the right 
guaranteed by the Constitution, out 
of which they had been cheated, 
viz, the right to elect their officers. 
Should Congress now not interfere it 
would be equivalent to saying to 
Kellogg and his followers! ‘You 
can repeat this thing in 1876, in 1880, 
in 1884. If Congress had no right to 
interfere then the McEnery govern- 
ment could set itself up also by force. 
Violence was as good a title as fraud 
and a little more manly. 

He believed that the Kellogg gov- 
ernment was held up by federal bay- 
onets and sustained at this very hour 
by troops, and he wanted to know 
what remedy there was for the difti- 
culty. The Supreme Court of the 
State was in conspiracy with Kel- 
logg, and would not inaugurate any 
move for reform. The Legislature 
was in the conspiracy and would not 
do so, The people could do nothing 
for federal bayonets were leveled at 
them. 

Carpenter concluded his remarks 
by arguing that Congress plainly had 
the power to pass the bill, and that 
the interference of Congress was ur- 
gently needed to preserve :toLouisana 
a Republican form of government. 

The Centennial bill was taken up 
on motion of Cameron. The ques- 
tion recurred upon the motion to re- 
fer te Committee on Appropriations. 

Thurman opposed the reference 
because, he said, if it went there the 
understanding would be that there 
should be an appropriation made. 

OUSE—The cheap transportation 
bill to regulate rail- 
roads among the the several States 
was debated without any action being 
reached. 

In the Supreme Court,the noted Io- 
wacase of Bartemeyer.which was ex- 
pected to overthrow the excise laws 
of several of the States was, disposed 
of by being dismissed. In dismiss- 
ing ittheopinon of the Courtsays that 
the ordinary legislation of aState reg- 
ulating the sale of liquor raise no 
question under the U.S. Constitu- 
tion prior to the 14th amendment, 
and that the sale of liquor is not cone 


of the privileges and immunities of a 


citizen of the U.8., which by that 
amendment the States are forbidden 
to abridge, but if a case were present- 
ed in which a person owning liquor, 
or other property, at} the time a law 
was passed by the State absolutely 
forbidding any sale of it, it would be 
a grave question whether such a law 
would not be inconsistent with said 
amendment.
